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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the rejection of claim 7 under 35 
USC 1 12, 2nd paragraph, Applicants argue that "[claim 1 , from which claim 7 depends, defines first and second integrated circuits. 
Therefore, claim 7 requires a total of at least three integrated circuits." The Examiner disagrees. Claim 7 depends from claim 6, and NOT 
from claim 1 . Claim 6 already defines a total of three integrated circuit. The portion of the drawings and specification, cited by Applicants 
for support, discloses a total of three integrated circuits. Claim 7 requires one additional integrated circuit. Again, Applicants are invited to 
point out to the specification, by page and line number, the disclosure of the "at least one additional integrated circuit component" as 
claimed. With regard to claim 1 1 (rejected under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph), Applicants argue that the word "alternatively" does not 
render claim 1 1 indefinite. In response to Applicants' argument, while the use of the word "alternatively" does not itself render claim 1 1 
indefinite, improper use of the word "alternatively" DOES render the claim indefinite. As clearly explained in the Final Rejection, The word 
"alternatively" means: a: The choice between two mutually exclusive possibilities, b: A situation presenting such a choice, or c: Either of 
these possibilities. However, as recited in claim 11, there is only one configurationchoice for each logic portion. With regard to the 102 
Rejection, see previous discuusion in response to Applicants' argument in the Final Rejection.. 
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
